"The motion undermines confidence in the 
ordinances and subdivision zoning," said 
Trustee Donald H. Amundsen. 

"I'm very disgusted and very disap- 
pointed," said Trustee William H. Seemann 
of the board's decision not to have the plan- 
ning commission examine the proposal. 

"I think it's the most outrageous thing I've 
heard_on my eight years on the board," he — 
added. \. . _. - 

"WE NATURALLY BUCKLE under and 
comply with their (developers) wishes. It 
makes a mockery of the. time and effort that 
goes into these ordinances," Amundsen said. 

He added that the planning commission 
puts in hundreds of hours and then changes 
ordinances "to accomodate a specific 
developer." 

/'Other things have to be taken into con- 
sideration.,. (the developer) followed the 
zoning code which is in conflict with our sub- 
division codes," Haley said. 

"I do not believe we're buckling under to _ 
any developer. I believe the amend- 
ments... honestly reflect the attitudes of this 
board and the community," he said. jv 

Tony Starcevic, a member of the planning 
commission, said, "I am also somewhat 
disappointeed that the motion went 
through." ■ v i 

STARCEVIC SAID HE saw a v trend 
developing in the way the village was han- 
dling developers' requests. 

"It took a long time* to get the ordinance 
through the board and with a swift scratch of 
the pen" it is changed, he said.

subdivision code in compliance with the 
zoning ordinance. 

THE BOARD VOTED 4-2, with Amundsen 
and Seemann opposing. 

This will change the CABL subdivision lot.. 

width to comply with the same lot width' 
specified in the zoning ordinance for proper- 
ty with the same R-2 zoning. - 

For R-2 property, a 65 foot minimum lot 
width is required according to the zoning or- 
dinance.

The single most important paragraph in a disability in- 
come insurance policy is the definition of disability. What you 
and I call disability and what the company calls disability 
may not be at all the same. The definition also varies widely 
between companies. First of all,. policies are typically writ- 
ten to cover only "total disability". You have to be totally 
unable to work, not just slowed down. A few companies will 
ietr^ou-^dd-coverage-for-p^ryal-disabih^y-aUan-ext 
premium. This will give you part of the monthly benefit if you. 
are partially disabledrFbrexample,-if you had a heart attack- 
and your doctor told you to only work three days a week from 
now on, the company would pay you part of your benefit. If 
they would pay you $200 a week for a total disability, they 
would give you say, $100 for this partial disability. The exact

A major distinction between policies is whether they have 
an "own occupation" or an "any occupation" definition of 
disability. Some policies consider you disabled only if you are 
unable to perform any work for compensation. If you had a 
highly skilled job but now can only keep a low paying one, 
they still don't consider you disabled. The better policies will 
consider you disabled if you are unable to perform your own, 
accustomed occupation.. 

A policy with an own occupation definition of disability is 
definitely preferable to one with an any occupation 
definition. Most policies that do offer the own occupation 
definition, do so only for the first years of the disability. They 
will consider you disabled because you are unable to do what 
you're accustomed to doing. But that won't last forever. The 
policy will say down in the fine print how long it does last.. The 
.typical time is two years. The longest I've seen is ten^ears. 
Then the policy reverts to; an any occupation definition of 
disability. Then you have to be medically unable to hold any 
job to be considered disabled. , 

At the time of disability, how does the company determine 
if you fit the definition they had in the policy? Basically, most 
companies rely on your doctor. This is' especially true of the 
companies that use the more, liberal, own occupation 
definition of disability. If your doctor fills out an insurance 
form and says that you can't work, many companies will take 
* his word for it. All companies have some of their claimants 
examined by the company's own doctor. Some companies 
have all their claimants examined by the company's own 
doctor.
